I wish to ask the citizens of Alas- 

ka this question: ‘“‘Must the 


The elimination of the independ- 
ent. fisherman is inevitable unless 
the people of Alaska «see that 
laws are enacted which will:pro- 
tect not only the independent 
fisherman but the fishingindustry 
itself which, under presentcondi- 
tions, is in jeopardy. 

Salmon traps, as they are now 
being operated, not only deprive 
independent fishermen -of a livli- 
hood, .but make a normal propa- 
gation of fish utterly impossible. 

As an.illustration, take:Boca de 
«Quadra. On each side of the 
mouth of this narrow inlet are a 
half «degen or more traps, all 
within a distance of.fixe miles of 
‘the mouth. The eddies caused 
by the conflicting currents from 
Beahm canal, Dixon .entrance, 
«Reville Gejito channel and Boca 
.de ‘(Quadra throw the ñsh'in on 
these points, and as the fish in 
these ~plaees «do not ‘‘‘skow up’’ 
the seines are unable :to catch 
them. “The result tis that the 
only place where fish can be 
caught by seines in paying quan- 
tities is near the ‘mouth vf the 
creeks er rivers where they s¢hool 
up.

THROUGH WILDS OF AFRICA 


Plenty of Excitement in Motorear 
Trip Recently Undertaken by 
Lover of Adventure. 





To travel 1,800 miles overland In a 
inotorear through the wilds of South 
Africa without a mishap is considered 
a remarkable accomplishment, accord- 
ing to a story in African Motor of | 
Johannesburg. 

In this article R. Asher of Port Eliz- 
abeth tells of a suecessful trip. “The 
rouds in this country ave notoriously 
bad, which makes the feat performed 

| by the cur the more striking,” says Mr, 
Asher. m 

The journey took him thragigh Gra- 
hamstown, City of the Saints, Fort 
Beuufort and through Bedford, a typi- 
eal inland city, and many of the torger 
settlements, 

in spite of rainstorms and almost 
impassable roads no difficulty was ex- 
perienced throughout the whole trip 
uside from tire tronble. Some portions 
of the journey were made at the rate 
jot 37 miles per imperial gallon of 
| gasoline, 

Parts of the journey through Mon- 
tagu pass and Kyshna hills had ta be 
negotiated in second speed, yet through 
ull of this mountainous travel the re 
markable feuture was the coolness of 
the motor, Mr. Asher reported that 
no water was put in the radiator from 
Oudtshoorn to Port Elizabeth, which 
are at opposité sides of this hilly coun 
try. 

Describing parts of the trip and com- 
menting upon the appalling road con- 
ditions in places, Mr, Asher says that 
after plugging und struggling through 
almost impussable roads, a river was 
encountered which had to be forded, 
It was necessary to take the plunge 
with the car into a swift torrent, so 
deep that he conld not open the car 
door, The radiator was partly sub- 
i merged, but the car plowed through 
successfully.
